Perhaps some day public officials, who spend much 
time and effort in seeking office, will suddenly recall 
their obligation to the people who elected them. And when 
that day comes, if it does, we will see the last of punitive 


closed-meeting decisions. 


Water Article Should Pass 


It’s gratifying to note the prompt action of the Board of 
Public Works in requesting a special town meeting to act 
on water supply problems. 

For certainly, if there ever has been a need for speed, 
this is the occasion. Only quick and affirmative action by 
the Board — and by the voters — can solve this present 
emergency. Action Sept. 16 at the special session can 


mean adding a full million gallons of water daily, starting

next spring or summer. Delay until an annual meeting, on 


the other hand, means no extra water until late fall of 
1958.
